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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants instant claim 1 now recites that the silver or silver alloy is coated on the aluminum end by thermal 
spraying. Even though claim 5 states that a highly electroconductive layer is formed by thermal spraying, that is not the same as a silver or 
silver alloy being deposited by thermal sprayingsince the highly electrconductive layer has already been applyied in step (i) and then in step 
(ii) a coating of the lower surface of aluminum end with silver or silver alloy is done. Since the highly electroconductive layer can be another 
material in addition to silver and therefore the aluminum end can be coated with a highly electrically conductive material and then silver or 
silver alloy and it is not stated that the silver or silver alloy is the highly electrically conductive material, it appears that the deposition of the 
silver or silver alloy by thermal spraying is a new issue and would require further search and/or consideration. Further claims 13 and 17, 
now appear to be duplicates of one another since in apparatus claims, the process of how a conducting layer is formed is not given 
patentable weight since an apparatus relies on features not process steps. 
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
